GIANT  DARWIN  TULIPS  (May-Flowering) 

The  Pride  of  the  Garden — These  Tulips  have  cre- 
ated a real  sensation  for  the  past  few  years,  and 
one  really  does  not  wonder  when  seeing  theltn  in  full 
bloom.  They  got  their  reputation  through  merit  alone. 
They  are  the  most  brilliant  in  color  and  of  the 
greatest  variety  of  shades.  Each  flower  is  extremely 
large,  thereby  producing  a most  gorgeous  show  in 
any  garden,  either  in  beds,  borders,  or  among  shrub- 
bery. With  the  exception  of  a few  varieties,  they 
are  not  very  satisfactory  indoors,  and  one  must  be 
an  expert  grower  to  flower  them  in  the  house  at  all, 
hut  they  never  fail  outdoors.  I list  a few  of  the

NARCISSI 

Narissi  are  probably  the  favorite  flowers  of  the  gar- 
den in  early  spring,  and  by  proper  selection  of 
varieties  the  blooming  season  will  reach  from  March 
until  early  May.  Of  the  easiest  culture  in  both 
house  and  garden,  the  massive  trumpets  of  the  Ajax 
section  or  the  dainty  blooms  of  the  smaller  varieties 
are  alike  satisfactory. 

King  Alfred — The  largest  clear  golden  trumpet 
Daffodil  in  commerce  today.  Undoubt- 
edly there  are  larger  seedlings  in 
existence  but  they  are  not  in  the  trade 
as  yet.  This  very  high-class  variety 
cannot  be  forced  very  early,  and  we 
advise  Golden  Spur  for  that  purpose, 
each  25c 

Golden  Spur — The  best  of  all  the  golden  yellow 
Daffodils  for  all  purposes.  It  is  an 
excellent  forcer  in  house  or  conserva- 
tory and  is  very  satisfactory  in  the 
garden.  The  color  of  the  entire  flower 
is  a very  pleasing  shade  of  golden  yel- 


low. It  is  not  quite  so  large  as  Em-

Prices  here  quoted  are  for  sound  healthy  bulbs 
and  roots  of  full  standard  blooming  sizes  and  are 
delivered  free  to  buyer. 

PLANTING 

In  the  case  of  tulips  and  narcissi  the  bulbs 
should  be  planted  about  four  times  their  size  below 
the  surface  but  peonies  should  not  have  the  topmost 
eye  more  than  2 inches  below  the  surface.  In  every 
case  the  soil  should  be  well  drained,  rich  and  porous 
but  no  green  manure.  Peonies  will  do  well  in  very 
heavy  clay  if  well  enriched.  In  fact,  no  flowers  will 
thrive  under  neglect,  so  don’t  expect  that  you  can 
get  the  best  results  without  care.  Love  is  the  key- 
note to  success  with  flowers  as  well  as  with  humanity. 

Tulips,  Hyacinths  and  Narcissus  bulbs  as  well 
as  Peony  roots  may  be  successfully  planted  from 
September  1st  until  the  ground  freezes,  but  the  better 
way  is  to  plant  during  September  and  October.
